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. Wash your hands often.
Avoid touching your eyes, nose or mouth since germs are often spread when a person
touches something that is contaminated with germs and then touches his or her eyes,
nose, or mouth.
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Weare asking those who do not have a high priority to forego or defer vaccination until the
shortage situation changes. Your support in this effort is essential, and will be greatly
appreciated by those in need of influenza immunization.
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
